Whilst. congratulating the Government

ssys—ond what it’says is, that the -peo- 
ple. of thig country are impatient, petu- 

- Jant, indigonnt, chumie fault-fnders, be~ 
_ eavse they call the Governor to account 
for not having proclaimed the new Con- 
| gtitution before the present. Now we 
ask what do we keep » Goverior for, if 
‘ft is not to do our work? Why is he 
- drawing the life’s blocd out of the peo- 
ple to pay $20,000 salary and keep up 
two paluces, if he is not disposed to do 
his work? It is bis work to get the 
new Cocstitution: He has bad time 
enough. He ix paid for getting it ; and 
now when the Staypapp boldly express- 
es the popular wish, that feeliog is stig- 
salised by the organ of Gov. Masgrave 
as impatience, petolance, ond fault-find- 
ing. Is itd4ault-fioding for the people 
of this country to ask fur their rights, in- 
stead of remaining quiescent. to be domi. 
neered over by a lot of irresponsible 
officials? If it is, we prefer to be 
among such fault-finders rather then 
aniong the apologists of Governor Mus - 

| -tgrave, and the mock-friends of the peo- 
ple. Again. The proclamption of the 
new. constitution, says fhe Colonist 
should fullow the terms of Confederation. 
Mark tho—word, “follow.” Why 
follow? Have we not aclear and on- 
doubted right to self-goverument, con- 
federation or no coufederation? The 

| dodge seems to be that if the confedera- 
|. tion terms be not likely to prove uccept- 
ab! to the country, why then the present 
hateful form of government must con— 
tinve, and British Columbians may still 

| clank their chains, or be forced nolens 
’ golens to look southward for relief, 
The Government organ, however, thiuks 
that not much wos to be gained by an eur 
lier proclamation of the New Constitution, 
except as su act of pity to political as- 
piraots. Prey, wiil thd Colonist tell the 
public,how it can harmonise iis expressed 
wish for Responsible Government, and 
its eneers at “political aspirants”? 
Political aspirants are usually leaders of 
the people. Their followers reqaire 
direction. Unless such be the case, how 
can there be any soch thing as vigorous 

- party Government? But the latter 
don’t seem to be what the Colonist 


wants. Its role isto tulk big and buck | 


down, To sing ont fur Responsible 
Government and at the same delay its 
inauguration. What other interpreta- 
tion can be put on itsexpression? We 
cannot find any other. But to cap the 
climax, the Colonist says: 

“uYpdeed it is by 00 means certain (that 
guch a degree of affinity did not exist between 
the new Constitution aud the mutual Terms 
as would hove rendered their severance 
bighiy, nodonienhie, if not wholly impracti- 
cable. 


If this extract means apything, it 
means that the people of this Colony are 
unfit to mannge their own afairs,—if 
they remain out of the Dowinidn,—ex- 
cept by means of an irresponsible form 
of ‘Government and a Crown Colony. 
It ie not difficult to see that there is 
a political game to play, at the expense 
of the people of this Colony, —let the 
people mark it.

A SPEEDY PEACEFUL SEPARATION FROM ENGLAND 
DEEMED NECESSARY. 

It is not, says the London’ (Oatario) Free 
Press of June 17th, an tnimporiant indica- 
tion of the tendency of public opinion, that, 
while the Journal de Quebec has hoisted the 
flag of independence of Canada, the Toronto 
Globe expresses itself in tones of unmistaka- 
ble diesatisfaction at the English attitude to- 
ward Canada. No doubt the fate Fenian raid 
has done much. to excite prevailing feeling, 
but that affair is only incident to our posi- 
tion. The radical difficulty is not the Fenian 
raid, but the condition of affairs under which 
it becomes possible, If the United States 
koew that a descent on Canada would be re- 
sented as promptly and efficiently as was the 
insult to the British flag when carried on the 
Trent, General Grant would have been a good 
deal more active with his proclamation. ; But 
it is patent to the world, to tlie States as well 
as ourselves, from the mouths of prominent 
English statesmen as well as from the Press, 
that Canada must fight its own battles.. Noth- 
ing cao be. fairer than that, we think. In 
that case, however, we must be allowed to 
make our own quarrels. It will never do for 
England to make the row and Canadians to 
hate their!) heads broken jover: it. Nobody 
would be satisfied with that arrangement, at 
least among ourselves, What. seems need- 
ed is that some ‘‘other form of alliance,’ of 
which the Governor-General spoke to us at 
Quebec, by which England would be relieved 
of the care, anxiety and expense of-this col- 
ony, and Canada would not be involved 
in retribution for acts such as. that 
concerning.the Treut, the Alabama, or Ire- 
land's “‘wrongs.’’ The constant tremor in 
which the country is placed is most injurious 
to it, and the necessity of some alteration in 
the existing status is forcing itself upon the 
public mind everywhere. The Quebec Chron- 
icle, hike the Free Press, bas long held that 
independence, guaranteed by France, Eog- 
land and the United States, is the best solu- 
tion to the difficalty. Hon. Mr. Cauchon, 
Speaker of the Senate, now advocates inde- 
pendence in bis paper, the Journal, and even 
the etaid Quebec Gazette, historically conser- 
vative, is constrained to say: ; 

The only escape from such s condition of 
Harassment, seeing that the Imperial Govern, 
ment highly approves of the inability or- un- 
Willingness ‘of thut of the United States to 
prevent the reeurrehoe ef wrongs we complain 
of, is de nova proclaimed to be separ- 
ation from the parent State, aod ‘tle sooner 
the bétter. Now, much a3 we deéprecate the 
contingency, we confess it does not at ail sur- 
prise us to find the argument revived, aud we 
only fear the indifference of the home Govern- 
ment—vwe will not say of the people, for we 
believe they would almost unanimously de- 
plore such a result—will have tbe effect of 
considerably rélaxing ‘the opposition which 
has hitherto been made bythe Gane 
Press, and in-fact, by the Press generally in 
Canada, to Independence.” “Of Course, we 
must be exposed, to American raids which 
cost us millions, and the American Govern- 
ment is greatly applauded by that of England 
for coming on the scene after the mischief is 
done and the invaders are routed. Some
